WASHINGTON (AP) — Rich­ 
ard Nixon is demonstrating he 
hasn’t forgotten the arts that 
once made him a bare knuckle 
champion among American pol­ 
iticians. 
The President took off the 
gloves last week and indications 
are he may keep swinging—at 
least 
through 
next 
Monday 
when*he delivers his promised) 
Vietnam war message. 
Nixon, taking the offensive 
nine months to the day after 
taking office, called in newsmen 
one week ago to defend his 
choice of Clement F. Hayns­ 
worth Jr., his nominee to the 
Supreme 
C ourt 
Haynsworth, 
the President said, was a victim 


of “ vicious character assassina­ 
tion.” 
Although he spoke softly and 
smiled often, Nixon’ words had 
a sharper edge than any he had 
used in public since becoming 
President. 
This cam e at a time when 
many Republicans as well as 
Democrats had concluded Nixon 
would remain a rather placid 
and passive chief executive. 
Just a week earlier the muted 
Nixon approach of the first nine 
months was evident in a special 
message 
he 
sent 
Congress. 
Wrote 
Nixon: 
“Neither 
the 
Democratic Congress nor the 
Republican 
administration 
is 
without fault for the delay of vi­ 
tal legislation.” 
On Inauguration Day, Nixon 


had urged that all citizens lower 
their voices and discuss national 
issues in a quiet, rational m an­ 
ner. For nine months, the low­ 
ered voice wai, a hallm ark of 
the Nixon presidency—to the 
point where more than one fel­ 
low Republican wished Nixon 
would not only speak softly but, 
in the tradition of Theodore 
Roosevelt, carry a big stick. 
Tile stick surfaced last week. 
Only time will tell whether the 
week marked a turning point in 
Nixon’s fortunes, which have 
been at their lowest ebb since 
January. Of itself, the surprise 
counterattack against critic^ of 
Haynsworth did not appear to 
be a decisive event iii history.

Nixon gain unexpected latitude

"keloid” is. A keloid is a severe 
reaction of the skin that follows 
injury, 
a 
laceration,

surgical incision. For reasons 
that. arc not entirely known, 
some

m arked thickening at Hic site 
of the wound. 
The tissue becomes firm and 
piled up sometimes more than 
a quarter of an inch. This is 
totally unlike the way 
most 
scars heal, with a fine, flat line. 
The size of the keloid may 
vary, but a person who has this 
tendency usually forms it after 
every incision. 
H o w e v e r , when surgery 
becomes necessary, as it has 
in your case, the unpleasant 
scars arc not nearly as im ­ 
portant as your return to he a Itll. 
A num ber of types of treat­ 
ments 
arc 
used 
to 
prevent 
s e v e r e 
keloid 
formation. 
Sometimes the wound is ex­ 
posed to X-ray radiation im ­ 
m e d i a t e l y 
following 
the 
operation. In many cases, this 
is successful in preventing this 
type of scar. When the scar is 
unsightly, especially on exposed 
surfaces, it can he removed by 
operation anti followed by X- 
ray.

“ Lady Be Good” narrowly es­ 
ta te d disaster through engine 
failure. A U.S. Army observa­ 
tion plane which had taken only 
an arni rest from tile “ Lady Be 
Good” crashed in the Gulf of Si­ 
dra. killing all IO men aboard. 
The arni rest later washed up 
on the Libyan coast. 
The rusty propeller from tile 
“ Lady Be Good” outside the 
base commander’s office is the 
last relic of the jinx plane at 
Wheelus.

STOCKHOLM (AP) — The 
First Nobel Prize in economic 
science was awarded jointly to­ 
day to Prof. Ragnar Friscn of 
Norway and Prof. Jan Tinber­ 
gen of the Netherlands. 
The Academy of Sciences said 
they were awarded the $72,800 
prize for “having developed and 
applied dynamic models for the 
analysis of economic process­ 
es.’’ 
Meanwhile, the winner of the 
1969 prize for literature, Irish- 
French 
playwright 
Samuel 
Beckett, sent a telegram accept­ 
ing the prize, his publisher an­ 
nounced in Paris. But the pub­ 
lisher, Jerome Lindon, said the 
shy, retiring writer would not go 
to Stockholm for the presenta­ 
tion of the award. 
Tinbergen, 66, has been chair­ 
man of the Committee for De­ 
velopment Planning of the Unit­ 
ed Nations since 1966. 
Frisch. 74, became a profes­ 
sor at Oslo University in 1931 
and was director of the universi­ 
ty's Institute for Social Econo­ 
my for many years. 
He has been visiting professor 
at a number of universities 
since World War II and has aiso 
been economic counsellor for 
economic planning in a number 
of developing countries.
